Blount’s Distance Lends to Him 
Enchantment. 


Hawaiian Correspondence from Willis — 
Changes in the Provisional Govern- 
ment—McCandless Testifies Be- 
fore the Senate Committee.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) A message from the 
President, transmitting additional Ha- 
waiian correspondence was received by 
Coneress today, as follows: 

Con 

“I transmit herewith copies of dis- 
patches received from our Minister in 
Hawaii after the arrival of those copies 
which accompanied my message of the 
20th.inst. [ also inclose for the infor- 
mation of Congress reports and a copy 
of an order just received by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy from Rear-Admiral 
Irwin, commanding our naval forces at 
Honolulu. 

(Signed) “GROVER CLEVELAND.” 

A dispatch from Willis to Secretary 
Gresham is as follows: 

“Sir: I send herewith -the petition 
of the ‘Hui Aloha Aina’ (Hawaiian Pa- 
triotic League) an association which 
claims to represent over eight thousand 
legal voters. The petition was brought 
here last night by Hon. J. A. Cummins, 
honorary president of the association, 
and A. Marquez, a member of the ex- 
ceutive council, who stated that they 
were a committee for that purpose. 

“With high regard, etc., 

(Signed) “ALBERT S. WILLIS.” 

The memorial of the Hawalian Pa- 
triotic League says: 

“Last January a political crime was 
committed, not only against the legiti- 
mate sovereign of the Hawaiian King- 
dom, but also against the whole Ha- 
waiian nation, a nation which for the 
past sixty years had enjoved a free 
and happy constitutional . self-govern- 


main’ of United States Minister Stev- 
ens, in collusion with a cabal of ecnn- 
Spirators, mainly faithless sons of mis- 
sionaries and local politicians, angered 
by continuous political defeat, who, as 
a revenge for being a hopeless minority 
in the country, resolved to ‘rule or 
ruin’ through foreign heip.”’ 

Commenting on the landing of the 
United States troons the memorial con- 
tinues: “The Cueen and her gevern- 
ment, realizing the situation, but un- 
willing to make war with the United 
States forces and to occasion the use- 
less bioodshed of innocent Hawaiians, 
yielded under protest ‘to the superior 
force and moral power of the United 
States and, while waiting the result of 
her appeal, with full canfidence in 
American honor, the Queen requested 
all loyal subjects to remain absolutely 
quiet and passive and to submit with 
patience to all insults that have been 
since heaned on both the Queen anil 
the people by an usurping government. 

“The necessity for this attitude of 
absolute inactivity on the part of the 
Hawaiian people was further indorsed 
and emphasized by Commissioner 
Blount, so that if the’ Hawaiians have 
held their peace in a manner that will 
vindicate their character as law-abid- 
ing citizens yet it cannot and must 
not be construed as evidence that they 
they are apathetic or indifferent, or 
ready to acquiesce in a wrong and bow 
to their usurpers. Had- it not been for 
the request of our sovereign there 
would doubtless have been a tremen- 
dous uprising throughout the islands 
to crush tke usurpers, but it would 
have been a sad tale of bloed and de- 
struction, which from the first it was 
sought to avoid if possible. 

“The advent of Blount as special 
commissioner was hailed with satisfac- 
tion by both contending factions. His 
course in Hawaii was marked with dig- 
nity, courtesy and discretion highly 
creditable to his country and gained for 
him the respect and confidence of ali 
- classes. His report to the President 
has been characterized by great impar- 
tiality and absolute respect for truth, 
so that the Patriotic League has fully 
indorsed it and can solemnly testify 
to its veracity and reliability.” 

The memorialists claim the case is a 
question of right and equity, and that 
the objection of the republic to restor- 
ing the monarchy is not well-founded. 
The paper closes as follows: 

“Therefore the Hawaiians as a na- 
tion appeal for justice and redress to 
the impartiality of the American Na- 
tion, in whose honor, integrity and love 
of fair play we have so long and s0 pa- 
tiently trusted. As peaceful and law- 
abiding citizens, ever ready to submit 
to the constitutnonal rule of the ma- 
jority,.we ask thaty in place of the pres- 
ent temporary usurpers, who are a hos- 
tile native race, that our own govern- 
ment, in the person of Queen Liliuoka- 
lani, be restored to us with a new 
constitution, more equitable to us than 
the one wrested from the late King 
Kalakaua in 1887, through force of 
arms.”’

WHEELER H. PECKHATM1. 


The New York Lawyer Nominated for Asso- 
clate Justice. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The President today 
sent to the Senate the nomination of 
Wheeier H. Peckham of New York to 
be Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, the place 
for which Hornblower was _ rejected. 
Pockham is president of the Bar Asso-. 
ciation and an anti-snapper. 

The nomination of Peckham sent Sen- 
ator Hill hurrying about the floor of 
the Senaf® in lively style. He was 
quickly in consultation with the mem- 
bers of the Judiciary Committee who 
will pass upon the nomination before it 
is reported to the Senate. The Sen- 
ators generally thought that Judge 
Peckham of the Court of Appeals of 
New York was the man, but Hill ex- 
plained that such was not the case; that 
the present nomince was his brother. 

The indications are strong that the 
nomination will be opposed upon the 
some ground that Hornblower was. 
Peckham is an independant in politics 
and is said to have bolted the nomina- 
tion of Hill for Governor in 1885 and 
1888. The New York Senators were 
not consulted by the President in mak- 
ing the selection. 

THE NOMINEE. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—Wheeler H. 
Peckham is a member of the law firm 
of Miller, Peckham & Dixon. He was 
informed of his nomination this after- 
noon and was much surprised, as the 
honor was wholly unsolicited. He de- 
clined to be interviewed in the matter 
and would: not say whether he would 
aceept the nomination or not. 

He has never held any office except 
that of District Attorney of this county, 
to which position he was appointed by 
the then Gov. Cleveland to fill the un- 
cxpired term of John McKeon. who 
died in.office... Reckham omly held this 
position a few weeks when he resigned 
and Dist.-Atiy. Olney was appointed. 

His father, Rufus Peckham, who 
is now dead, was Judge of the Court 
of Appeals, and his brother, Rufus A. 
Peckham, is at present Judge of the 
Court of Appeals of this State. He was 
born in Albany in 1834 and was edu- 
cated at Union College. He graduated 
from Columbia Law School in 1854 and 
went west to St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
where he practiced law until 18°2, when 
he came East. He then became a mem- 
ber of the firm of Miller, Stoutenburg 
& Peckham, which afterward changed 
to Miller & Peckham and which since 
1880 has been known as Miller, Peck- 
ham & Dixon. He first became promi- 
nent during the Tweed trial, when he 
was associate counsel on behalf of the 
city. He is president of the Bar Asso- 
ciation and a prominent anti-snapper.

No 
clause in the transfer, it is held, can be 
found having reference to them, and 
the same will hold if a search of the 
records be made by which the State of 
California in turn defined its limits and 
general regulations, The most diligent 
investigation fails to show that Cali- 
fornia has the slightest claim to these 
islands, except that they are adjacent 
to the coast and naturally tributary to 
that State. 

The islands tie off the coast from fif- 
teen to thirty or forty miles, and are 
considerable in their extent, as well as 
being quite productive. The settlers 
hold their. possesions by the rule cf 
syguatters’ rights, and have come from 
the adjacent coast. They pay no trib- 
ute to either the United States or Mex- 
ico, so far as is known here, and have 
the other advantages and disadvantages 
of a resident in a “‘No man’s land.” 
Mexico will now step in and ask if 
ihere be any reason why the flag of the 
seuth should not float oversthe islands 
and their inhabitants be under the rule 
and pay tribute to this repubilc. 

The committee is already at work 
making its preparations for laying 
claim to the archipelago for the pur- 
pose of annexing the islands to Mexico. 
It is not Known what course will be 
pursued, but the plan as outlined will 
begin with reference to the. treaties 
of the years 1819 and 1848 as well as 
the genera} delimitation agreements in 
effect. The Mexican government has 
not as yet given official expression as 
to its course in the matter, but if the 
claim proves correct on fuller investi- 
gation the government will probably 
promptly lay the matter before the 
government of the United States and 
ask that Mexico be given peaceable 
possession of the islands. 


BERLIN’S UNEMPLOYED. 


Five Meetings Held to Protest Against Police 
Outrages. 

BERLIN, Jan. 22.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) Five meetings of un- 
employed were called today as a result 
of the police outrages upon people who 
attended the meeting of unemployed on 
Thursday.

The plan 
for his capture was well laid, but the 
fugitive was a desperate character and 
took his own life when he found the 
officers had the drop,on him. As son 
as Collins was taken to the nospttal 
Friday night the search began. 
that the bloodhounds of Deputy Sheriff 
King of San Bernardino county could 
not find the trail and follow it for any 
distance, the officers began searching 
among the houses in the vicinity of 
Tenth street and the ice factory, and 
found a shanty with a light in it, 
though it was in the neighborhood of 4 
©’ clock in the morning. It was the place 
where Peter F. Sparkman had been 
staying alone for several months. Re- 
ceiving no response to their knocks the 
officers forced the dvor and found the 
place empty, but containing clothing, | 
tools, etc., which were at once recog- 
nized as stolen property for which they 
hed been looking for some time. There 
was clothing stolen from a young man 
ut Arlington a few weeks ago, and tools 
stolen from the carpenters at work 
upon the Hoyt Block two years ago. 
Though it was not positively known 
that Sparkman, who lived here, was the 
man who shot Collins in the neck, from 
the description given he was suspected, 
und a close watch was kept over his 
shanty the rest of the night, all- day 
Gaturday. Saturday night and Sunday.

If 
default is made in the payment of in- 
terest before the canal is put in oper:- 
tion, the President of the United States 
ean foreclose’ upon a written order. 

Of the capital stock $70,000,000 is to be 
issued to the United States in consid- 
eration of Ms guarantee of the bonds 
of the company; $6,000,000 is to be is- 
sued to the government of Nicaragua, 
$1,500,000 to the government of Costa 
Rica and the remaining $22,500,000 to 
be disposed of by the company. Of 
this amount $6,500,000 will be issued in 
payment of expenditures already made 
in the canal. The company is author- 
ized -to offer the remaining $16,000,000 of 
stock for sale, and to use the proceeds 
exclusively for construction of the 
canal. The company is prohibited from 
selling any stock except for cash or 
‘at less than par. ‘ 


AT THE STAKE. 


A Negro Rape rear” With a Horribie 
ate. 

KANSAS CITY, Jan. 22.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Advices have been re- 
ceived from Monett, Mo., to the effect 
that a negro rapist was burned at the 
stake near Verona last evening. 

This was doubtless the outcome of 
the crime reported in these dispatches 
last night from Aurora, Mo., which is 
near Verona, in which two burly 
negroes dragged the twelve-year-old 
daughter of a man named Jaquin to the 
woods, tied her to a tree and ravished 
her repeatedly. 

When found later she was fearfully 
hurt but was able to give a description 
of her assailants. Armed posses at 
once started in pursuit with the avowed 
intention of lynching the ravishers. 

A BLACK BRUTE HANGED. 

JELLICO (Miss.,) Jan. 22.—Yesterday 
George Gamble, a negro, assaulted the 
eleven-year-old daughter of A. B. 
Francis. A mob pursued and overtook 
him, brought him to the scene of his 
crime and after he was fully identified 
strung him up. The child will probably 
die. 


KITSON’S MILLIONS. 


A Contest Which Threatens to Make Troubi 
for the Heirs. 

ST. PAUL (Minn.,) Jan. 22.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Judge Willis, of the 
District Court, today began hearing 
testimony in the suit pending between 
the. representatives of Sophy Crevier, 
now deceased, and the heirs of the late 
Comodore Kittson, the millionaire. The 
purpose is to perpetuate’ testimony 
which will be needed when that action 
comes to trial. 

Among the witnesses is Charles 
Perry, brother of Sophy Crevier, who is 
alleged by the claimants to be the first 
and only lawful wife of Norman W. 
Kittson, deceased. Sophy Crevier, or 
Sophy Perry, as she was when Commo- 
dore Kittson first knew her, was the 
mother of the commodore’s oldest .son, 
Norman Kittson of this city. 

If her claim as widow of Commodore 
Kitson is ever established, it will make 
illegitimate children of every one of the 
Kittson heirs, with the exception of the 
eldest child, Norman, who was the only 
heir present today.

The Duval Club Sends

the City Also. 


The Dispute as to the Purse Has 
Been Settled.

Racing Representatives—

JACKSONVILLE, Jan. 22.—(By_ the 
Associated Press.) W. A. Brady, Cor- 
bett’s manager, arMved here from May- 
port this morning. He said: “I feel 
certain now, as always, that Mitchell 
does not want to fight. If he should 
get into the ring, which now. seems 
less probable than ever before, he will 
do so merely te save the $5000 forfeit 
and the $2000 which I waged that he 
would not appear fin the ring. - 
ment the men shake hands Mitchell 
will do one of two things—he will either 
deliberately foul- Corbett or quit after 
the first round. 

Bowden of the Duval Athletic Club, 
wher approached by a representative 
of the Associated Press, appeared ill at 
ease: “I still maintain,” said he, ‘‘that 
the fight will take place. Charley is in 
one of his tantrums, and, like some of 
his former moods, this will be dissi- 
pated before nightfall. There is ab- 
soluiely nothing for Mitchell to do but 
fight.”’ 

Those who are on the “inside” are 
beginning to laugh at the rumor of 
Mitchell’s sprained ankie. He was said 
to have hurt it going up the lighthouse 
stairs, but as nobody was with him at 
the time the sprain was not authenti- 
cated. 


After a long confab with Mitcheil at 
his training quarters, Referee Kelly re- 
turned and said he was convinced that 
Mitchell wants to fight, and is not suf- 
fering from a sprained ankle. Mitchell 
offered to'leave the whole matter of the. 
check to the decision of Kelly, just as 
Corbett has already done: Thereupon 
Kelly made a demand on the club that 
the check be converted into cash, and 
that the $20,000 in money be placed in 
his ds by tomorrow afternoon. 

‘A special meeting of the club was 
held tonight, and it was unanimously 
voted to comply with Kelly's require- 
ment and place the $20,000 cash in his 
hands by noon tomorrow. This was 
entirely satisfactory to all concerned. 

Late this afternoon a bill was filed in 
the Circuit Court praying for an in- 
junction restraining the Sheriff from 
interfering with the proposed exhibi- 
tion, from preventing any person enter- 
ing the grounds, etc. The bill shows 
that the agreement or a contest is in 
accordance with the city ordinance 
passed by virtue of the power granted 
by the Legislature to regulate and 
license amusements exhibitions. 
Notice was served upon Sheriff Brow- 
ard soon after the bill was filed, and a 
hearing will be had before Judge Call 
tomorrow. 

Mayor Fletcher declared tonight to 
an Associated Press reporter that the 
city had passed an ordinance permit- 
ting such contests and had accepted 
money for the license. Under these 
circumstances he believed it the duty 
of the city to protect the club and 
fighters as far as it can. ‘‘There has 
been considerable’ talk,” said the 
Mayor, “about my swearing in special 
policemen to protect the fighters and 
to see they are allowed to have their 
little affair without molestation. I 
have never done such a thing, nor will 
I do it. 

“These men and the club are violat- 
ing no law of this municipality and 
I have no right to interfere with them. 
Neither am I in any way bound to pro- 
tect them beyond seeing that they are 
allowed to proceed under the ordinance 
passed by the City Council. This says 
the Chief of Police must be at the rinug- 
side and satisfy himself the parties 
have a permit gnd that the gloves 
weigh not less than five ounces. He 
will be at the ring-side if the fight 
comes off in the arena.. He will look 
at the permit and weigh the gloves. 
endl then will then allow them to pro- 
ce 


“But what about the militia and the 
Sheriff? 

“That is no business of the city’s. 
I shall allow the men to go ahead, but 
if the authorities of Duval county or 
the State step in and stop the fight, it 
is no affair of mine. The City Council 
of Jacksonville cannot, by passing an 
ordinance, render void the common 
law, which, I understand, Governor 
Mitchell declares will be violated. 
Whether or not the law is being vio- ‘ 
lated is a matter for the courts. The 
city of Jacksonville has nothing to 
do with it and does not propose to 
argue it. 

“We will allow the men to proceed, 
but will not protect them if the State 
or county stops them. We are no more 
bound to protect the Duval Club, sim- 
ply because it has a license than we 
are bound to protect and guarantee 
success to the saloon-keeper or any 
other branch of business for which a 
license has been granted.” 

Two baggage-cars, caboose and en- 
gine pulled out of the siding-yards of 
the Florida Central and Peninsula Rail- 
road at 7 o'clock tonight. Inside the 
two cars were packed a circus tent and 
the portable seats of Frank Gentry’s 
circus. In the caboose, the blinds and 
sliding shades of which were tightly 
drawn, there were thirty-five picked 
men, armed each with a brace of Colt’s 
44's.

THE SISKIYOU ORANGE BELT. 


The Northern and Central California 
builiding at the Midwinter Fair was for- 
muliy opened on Saturday. According 
to the descriptions in the San Fran- 
cisco papers, the northern counties 
make quite an extensive display of cit- 
rus fruits. The following are the main 
exhibits in this line: 

Sacramento county—State Capitol de- 
sign, 10,000 oranges, 2000 lemons and 
about a carload of other fruits. Orange 
Vale, in Sacramento county, has a large 
pyramidal display. 

Yuba county—Japanese pagoda; 17,000 
oranges and 5000 lemons. 

Solano county—Old Statehouse at Be- 
nicia; 15,000 oranges. 

Butte county—Forty thousand or- 
anges from Thermalito, Oroville, Pa- 
lermo and other sections, arranged in 
various designs. Five growers at Ther- 


-malito have an additional display of 
10,000 oranges in a large basket of rus- } 


tic construction. 

Placer county—Thirty thousand or- 
anges in artistic arrangement. 

Colusa county—Obelisk 5000 oranges. 

Siskiyou and Tehama counties—Two 
thousand oranges each. , 


These are no doubt very interesting 
from a decorative point of view, but 
pagodas and towers and arches of or- 
anges prove very little in regard to the 
adaptability of a section to orange- 
growing or of the quality of the fruit 
that can be raised there. Almost any 
kind of oranges can be utilized to cover 
such a framework. Yet it is a good’ 
thing to have a few such designs, as 
they serve to attract a class of people 
who would pass by without special 
comment a remarkable display of fruit 
on tables. But think of the idea of or- 
anges from Siskiyou, the most north- 
erly county of the State! It would be 
interesting te knew whether the chanr- 
pions of the Northern Citrus Belt are 
prepared to recommend the planting of 
orange trees in that county. If so, Ore- 
gon should certainly set up some claim 
as an orange-growing region, for it is 
not likely that this elastic belt.is cut 
short at the State line. 

Whatever we may think, however, of 
the enterprise and capabilities of the 
northern counties in the line of orange- 
growing, we must once more call atten- 
tion to the fact that a large proportion 
of visitors to the fair will be unable to 
draw a close distinction between first 
and third-class fruit. If they see a dis- 
play from the northern part of the 
State that is superior in quantity and 
more attractive in arrangement “than 
ours, they will easily jump to the con- 
conclusion that the people of the north- 
ern counties are right when they claim 
that they have as good an orange- 
growing section as ours, with the addi- 
tional advantage of land at much lower 
prices. The arrangement of our ex- 
hibit is in capable and experienced 
hands, and we have no doubt that the 
reputation of Southern California as 
“the’’ orange-growing section of the 
State will be ably sustained. 


THE SECRET OF HEALTH - FINDING IN 
CALIFORNIA. 


How shall we get the most good out 
of the climate? is the oft-repeated ques- 
tion which we hear from those who 
come to this section for their health. 
The answer is a plain and simple one, 
and should be heeded. It is simply by 
living as much out of doors as possible. 
There is where the tonic that restores 
weak lungs is found and the vitaliz- 
ing strength that the invalid needs is 
obtained. ~ Simply coming to Southern 
California and shutting yourself up 
within your room, or the parlor of 
your hotel, is not going to benefit the 
searcher after health. He needs the 
bounteous sunshine and the fresh air 
as accessories, and without these he 
will make very little headway in bat- 
tling with disease. 

The great value of this climate is 
that it affords almost continuous out- 
of-door life, even to the invalid. Pevo- 
ple have come here with weak lungs, 
and huve found help by persevering in 
this outdoor life. Close rooms have 
been ignored and the tent has often 
been chosen in their place... Out in their 
tents under the stars, breathing for 
months the pure night air, unpolluted 
by close walis, with only the thin can- 
vas between theny and the dewy dark- 
ness, weak vitality has been restored 
and a new lease of life been gained by 
many a sufferer. The writer has known 
cases where seven weeks of emancipa- 
tion from old habits of indoor existence 
has given strength to those hardly able 
to walk a block on their arrivai to 
make their record of a mile or two at 
a single stretch. 

The great curse of winter life to the 
invalid at the East is the necessity of 
breathing through the cold winter 
months the burned-out air of furnace- 
heated rooms, hardly ever relieved by 
exercise in the fresh atmosphere with- 
out. Both physician and patient held

What wonder that the diseased 
throat or weak lungs, or such part of 
the human citadel as had been attacked 
by disease made no progress toward 
recovery! It was as if nature had been 


' manatled so that she could do nothing 


in the work of healing. The poisoned 
air of the heated rooms was wholly un- 
like the fresh article that she furnishes 
in her great alembic, and it isa marvel, 


Kee twice that distance away. It 
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that the sick live so long as.they do, 
breathing the poison for months of 
their close-shut apartments. 

But here. in this land of sunshine, 
the invalid is no longer imprisoned. He 
can go out into God's world almost 
every day ofthe year, and breathe 
heaven's air and rejoice in the sun- 
shine. The air may not be so much 
puper or possess any particular ele- 
ments that may not be fownd in the 
out-of-door world at home, but the pos- 
sibility of benefit from the change of 
climate and the hope of healing lie 
in the fact that the weather rarely 
shuts one up as a prisoner within 
doors or compels him to seek a warmer 
bedroom than his fireless chamber, with 
its open windows, unless it be in such 
occasional told spells as we have just 
experienced, but which are the excep- 
tion and not the rule in this climate. 

Thus the only secret that the invalid 
needs to learn in order to get the most 
benefit from the climate of California 
is.that if he would regain his lost health 
he must live out of doors as much as 
possible. And it seems as if nature her- 
self took cognizance of this fact, for 
she throws a wonderful charm about 
our winter days. She sets the whole 
world to blossoming, fills it with bird 
song and the music of streams; clusters 
the earth with greenness and our great 
orchards with ripening harvests. The 
Winter noons are golden and balmy: 
the skies are blue and cloudless, save 
when the occasional rain falls, and the 
whole world is joyous. There is an in- 
Spiration in these days, such as cheers 
even the depression of the invalid. 
Everything, even in midwinter, speaks 
of lif€ and not of decay. The sick 
man catches something of this joyous- 
ness of nature and dwells less upon 
his individual ills. This is one step to- 
ward recovery. A cheerful frame of 
mind is an excellent tonic, and to be 
able to forget one's self is to gain a 
mastery over ‘one’s ailments. This ac- 
complished, and there’s hope. The in- 
valid who looks out upon the world 
with jaundiced eyes has not half the 
grasp of life that he has who looks 
with cheerfulness upon himself and his 
surroundings. It is in this way that 
nature befriends one here and enables 
the sufferer to find in her climatic bless- 
ings the pancea for the ills that trouble 
him. Such weather as we are having 
now would give to the veriest sick 
churl, not too far gone with disease 
when arriving -here, strength enough 
to find his way back to health, by for- 
getting his ailments in the charm, the 
freshness and the vitalizing atmosphere 
of the world about him.

There are, 
no doubt, thousands of men in Cali- 
fornia who would be glad to come here 
and work for $2 a day. The Council 
has done quite right in arranging to 
employ a larger number of men six 
days in the week at $1 per day, and in 
appointing a auxiliary committee of 
citizens to assist the Council in select- 
ing deserving cases for assistance, 


A special dispatch from the City of 
Mexico to The Times states that a move- 
ment:is on foot in Mexico to establish 
a claim to the islands off the coast of 
Southern California, naming Santa Cat- 
alina, Santa Rosa, and Santa Cruz, 
the claim being founded on the as- 
serted fact that the relinquishment of 
these islands was not Stipulated in the 
agreement which gave California to the 
United States. The most southerly of 
the islands mentioned is 125 miles north 
of the Mexican line, while the others 


founded on what was, at the most,

The Resolution of Award 
Adopted. 
Usual Lively Debate on the 
Crosswalk Proposition, 


Lengthy Hearing on the Ownership 
of Johnson Street. 


Broadway Improvement Between Sand and 
Temple Streets to Be Readvertised— 
Bid for Publishing Municipal 
Reports Accepted. 


The City Council met, yesterday 
morning at the usual time. 

The *manager of the Free Labor Bu- 
reau reported for the past week eighty- 
two applications and thirty-one posi- 
tions secured. Filed. 

The Mayor returned, without his ap- 
proval, the ordinance of intention to 
sidewalk a portion of Pearl street; 
also for sidewalking a_ portion of 
Beacon street. 


On motion the<votes by which such- 


ordinances had been passed were recon- 
sidered and further action on them was 
deferred till a later date. 

A communication from the Street 
Superintendent stated that on May 22 
last he notified Charles J. Ellis to 
remove his fesidence to established line 
of Twenty-third street opposite his 
premises. He had. not yet done so, 
and the Street Superintendent awaited 
instructions in the matter. Referred 
to the Board of Public Works. 

A communication from the Health 
Officer called attention to the existing 
unsanitary conditions in block 62 of the 
Hancock survey, caused by the present 
sha of the Arroyo de Los Reyes, 
whfth he recommended be piped along 
there.

Desperate Burglars Fire Upon a

They Severely Wound a Young Man Named, 
Graham Near Mescal Creek, Up in 
Antelope Valley—Two Hard 
Characters Captured.

Senator Harris declared unalterable 
opposition to the civil service law. 
Senator Cockrell’s substitute was 
adopted; 35 yeas, 12 nays, and the orig- 
inal resolution, as amended, was then

Sore time 
was spent in arranging the details of 
Giscussion by the various interests and 
the sugar men finally asked that an 
hour each be given to the advocates 
of the bounty provision of the Wilson 
bill, to the advocates of the retention 
of the McKinley law bounty, and to the 
adyocates of a duty on sugar. It was” 
objected to’on the ground that it gave 
no opportunity to the advocates of free 
sugar to be heard. 

It was finally agreed that the Louis- 
lana farmers, as the ones most inter- 
sted, should have an hour, and that the 
remainder of the House should take 
ite chances of recognition thereafter. 

Mr. McRae of Arkansas offered an 
wnendment to abolish the sugar bounty, 
eaving it on the free list. He thoufht 
t was no time to be paying bounties 
when the treasury was bankrupt and 
borrowing money at §& per cent. The 
bounty would cost the people of the 
country as it stood $50,000,000. The 
bounty last year cost $10,000,000. He con- 
tended that a bounty was unconstitu- 
tional. undemocratic and should be 

shed. 


Mr. Meiklejohn offered as an amend- 
ment to that of Mr. McRae the 
sugar bounty provision the Mc- 
Kinley law. He said it” had been 
to afford an opportunity 
or American capital. The purpose 
of thac act had bern fulfilled. It 
had resulted in a vast investment of 
capital to the amount of $150,000,000 in 
Louisana, $15,000,000 in California and 
510,000,000 in Florida. If the rovision 
of the Wilson bill this great 
industry would be estroyed and the 
country would be placed at the mercy 
of foreign producers of Sugar, at the 
tame time giving the sugar trust pro- 
tection of 50 per cent. or a- quarter of 
{ cent on every pound of refined sugar. 

Mr. Dockery of Missouri offered as a 
substitute for the amendments prop 
tition to abolish the bounty on sugar 
and place raw and refined Sugar on the 
free list. If there was anything on 
which he thought Democracy wanted 
unity it was on opposition § to this 
bounty. The beet, sorghum and maple 
Sugar bounties were petty larceny, 
while the bounty on cane sugar rose 
to the dignity of grand larceny. 

Mr. Boatner of Louisiana wanted to 
know why Dockery did not strike down 
all duty and all protection on cotton 
and woolen goods and all other articles, 
and place them on the free list.

Mr. Washington of Tennessee urged 
a l-cent tax for revenue on the ground 
it was the most effective means of 
raising revenue. 

Messrs. Snodgrass of Tennessee and 
Mallory of Florida opposed the bounty. 

Mr. Harter urged his substitute be 
adopted as a means of raising revenue, 
as the treasury was “hanging by its 
eyelids.”’ 

Representative Bowers of California 
was opposed to the abolition of any 
portion of the existing bounty on 
sugar. 

Mr. Hooker of Misissippi favored the 
restoration of the sugar duty as in 
accordance with the Chicago platform. 

Mr. Warner of New York offered an 
amendment to place refined sugar abso- 
lutely on the free list. 

Representative Simpson of Kansas 
declared that the free sugar given by 
the™McKinley law furnished the best 
example of what the removal of an 
onerous protective duty dould do for 
the consumer. 


Mr. Blanchard of Louisiana said that 
it was the duty of the Democratic 
party, whose last platform had de- 
clared for a revenue tariff, to restore 
the duty on “sugar. 

Mr. Hainer of Nebraska advocated 
the retention of the present bounty. 

Mr. Boatner of Louisiana, in conclud- 
ing the debate for the sugar men, in- 
sisted that the traditions of the Lemo- 
cratic party should be adhered to and 
a renue duty be placed on sugar. 
Had Louisiana realized her great in- 
dustry was to be stricken down, her 
vote would not have been given tv

Representative Payne of New York 
opposed the restoration of the sugar 
duty because of the tax on the break- 
fast table. He defended the bounty pro- 
vision of the McKinley law. 

Mr. Wilson concluded the debate in 
advocacy of the bounty provision. of the 
pending bill and voting began at 4:20 
o'clock, after a great deal of wrangling 
as to the manner in which amendments 
were to be voted upon, it being devided 
by the chairman that he would permit 
the four amendments pending to each 
of paragraphs 180 and 181, the first 


latter on refined sugar. 

The first vote was taken upon Mr. 
Meikeljohn’s amendment to substitute 
the provision of the McKinley law. It 
was defeated without division by a 
strict party vote. The vote then re- 
curred on the amendment inserting the 
provisions on the Mills bill. This 
amendment had the support of quite 
a number of Democrats, including the 
author, and Messrs. Bailey, Hooker 
and the members of the Louisiana deic- 
gation.

Quite a number of Republicans, in- 
cluding Messrs. Cannon, Hopkins, Dal- 
zell and Funk, voted with the radical 
Democrats against the members of the 

mnuiittee for this proposition. Messrs. 

pringer, Riley, Oates, Brown, John- 
son of Ohio, Culberson, Warner, Lay- 
ton, Washington, Caruth, Wise, Stone, 
Everett, Bailey, Maguire, Hare, Rit- 
chie, Geary, Harter, Sayers, Goldzier 
and Cummings also voted for the prop- 
osition, which was carried by the over- 
whelming majority of 135 to 69. This 
action abolishes the bounty on sugar. 

A vote was then taken upon the 
amendments to section 181, providing 
for a duty on refined sugars. Mr. Rob- 
ertson’s amendment, providing for a 
duty of from one-tenth per pound up- 
ward on sugars testing by the polari- 
scope not above 75 deg., was offered 
as a first amendment. To this Mr. 
Warner offered an amendment to plaee 
refined sugar on the free list, and, after 
quite a lengthy parliamentary discus- 
sion as to the status of pending amend- 
ments, it being claimed by Louisiana 
members that a misunderstanding ex- 
isted owing to the ruling of the chair, 
Mr. Breckinridge of Kentucky was al 
lowed to offer a substitute for the two 
amendments, placing a uniform duty 
of 1 cent upon all sugars below No. 16 
Dutch standard. 

A vote was first taken upon Mr. War- 
ner’s amendment to abolish the duty on 
refined sugar, and again the radical 
Democrats scored another signal. vic- 
tary, the Republicans declining to vote. 

a vote of 137 to 62 the duty on re- 
fined sugar -~was abolished. Among 
those who voted for it were: Messrs. 
Johnson of Ohio, Coleman, Heard, 
Springer, Lockwood, Mutchler, Maguire, 
Abbott, Martin, Bland and Simpson, 
while the Louisiana delegation, the 
members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee generally, and Messrs. Platt, 
Wise and Cummings voted against it. 

The .substitute of Mr. Breckinridge 
was defeated, 144 to 67. The Democratic 
supporters of the Breckinridge amend- 
ment were unable to secure enough fol- 
lowers to order the tellers. 

At this juncture, amid great con- 
fusion, the time game to take a final 
vote upon Mr. Robertson's amendment 
as amended by Mr. Warner's amend- 
ment. A great deal of misunderstand- 
ing existed upon the floor as to what 
effect the adoption of the amended 
proposition would mean. The Republi- 
cans were hilariously joyful at the 
tangle into which they had gotten the 
Democrats.

Another Party Eastern of Capi- 
talists in California.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


The Santa Ava Postoffice Will 
Not Be Changed. 


The Long Fight Ended With a Victory for 
the West-enders—Crooks Arrested 
and Sume Stolen Goods 
Recovered. 


The word has come, and it is .that the 
postoffice location in Santa Ana will not 
be changed, at least for the next five 
years to come. A communication was re- 
ceived Monday morning by Postmaster 
Nourse from First Assistant Postmaster- 
General Frank H. Jones, at Washington, 
Stating that after further consideration 
of the question of location of the post- 
office at Santa Ana, it had been decided 
to retain the present location and to re- 
new the lease for a further term of five 
years from January 1, 1894, at the rate of 
$1 per annum. The proposition includes 
the use of the boxes, furniture, fixtures, 
etc., now in the office. This official in- 
formation from the head of the Postoffice 
Department at Washington settles finally 
the location of the postoffice for the next 
five years and registers a victory for the 
West End. The fight has been a long, 
hard one, between the residents of the 
East and West Ends of the city, and 
has been won by the Jatter. As a result 
the East-enders Will continue to walk 
down to the West End for their mail, 
or send a small boy after it, until. a free 
delivery system is established, and then 
it will matter but little where the st- 
office is located. From present indica- 
tions there is a strong probability that 
the city will be entitled to a free delivery 
system next year.
